LE-HI-HO NEWS: Ken reported Lehigh Stationery Company had repro-

SENATE BILL NO, 83, 1977: Ken reported that state senator Nolan 
had introduced another anti-gay bill, similar to previous 
unsuce*ssful bills, barring homosexuals from state employ- 
ment in certain areas, 

MEDIA PUBLICITY: The problem of getting notices of general meetings 
and reports of activities publicized, especially in city and 
college newspapers was discussed, Helmuth reviewed his experi- 
ences in this area in the past, Individual, personal contacts 
with newspaper staffpersons was suggested as the best solution 
to the problem, |

RURAL CAUCUS: Ken reported several inquiries had been made about 
LE-HI-HO's reaffiliating itself with the Rural Gay Caucus 
to present a united front in the upcoming effort to have 
the Pennsylvania anti-sodomy laws repealed. The Board voted 
unanimously to reestablish its ties with the Caucus, The 
selection of a liason person was discussed3 a decision was 
postponed until the subject could be brought before the 
general membership at the January meeting, 

UNFINISH®D BISTNESS: “he lack of any official action on the Noveme 
ber report of the Involvement Committee was pointed out by 
Boh, leading to a dscision to have the Secretary review the 
minutes of 1976 Board meetings and compile a list of unre- 
solved bustness for inclusion on the agenda of the Febru- 
ary Board meeting. 

FEBRUARY MEETING: Jack Rudy's residence was tentatively chosen as 
the location for the February Board meeting, February 23,
